CHRISTMAS SHIP. DELAYED 


Unable to Land Gifts at Island Be- 
cause of Storm, 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 8.—A story of 
Christmas disappointment from H. 
M. 8S. Carlisle, off the Island of 
Tristan Da Cunha, a lonely spot 
in the middle of the South Atlantic 
Ocean which seldom receives a visit. 
from the world outside, reached 
London by wireless today. 

The Carlisle got there late with 
Christmas gifts for the inhabitants 
and tried in vain to launch boats 
in pounding seas. The natives tried 
tm get boats out from shore, but 
their efforts were futile. Finally 
the Carlisle steamed off to the 
other side of the island where an- 
other attempt will be made _ to- 
morrow to land and carry the 
presents over the mountains to the 
one little town, The weather is 
always bad there and a landing is 
seldom easy. 


The spokesman expressed regret 
that the present situation, caused 
by the outbreak of Sept. 18, had 
hampered business generally, but 
he said it could not be helped un- 
der the circumstances. 
“We stand for peace, order and 
honest government in Manchuria,” 
he said, “and we give every assur- 
ance that our policy is one of the 
open door and equal opportunity. 
Our aim is to promote the open 
door in every way possible.” 
Note Similar to Bryan’s. 
He called attention to the fact 
that Stimson’s communication 
bears “‘a marked similarity” to the 
note of Secretary Bryan, forward 
ed on May 13, 1915, regarding the 
so-called 21 demands, in which it 
was stated that the United States 
Government was not pr ared to 
recognize any treaty agreement 
which might impair the territorial 
integrity of China, known as the 
open door policy. Stimson’s note, 
he pointed out, is more formal 
than the 1915 communication, 
which, it was assumed then, did 
not call for a reply. 
Japan, he said, recognizes, as has 
often been stated, China’s sov- 
ereignty over Manchuria, but it is 
the contention of the Government 
that no actual authority has ever 
existed there. The hoisting of the 
Sun Yat-sen flag in 1928 by’ 
Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang, he 
said, was a mere pretext and even 
Marshal Chang’s acceptance of a 
vice commandership in the Nan- 
king army and navy was without 
any real meaning. 
Chang’s Actions Cited. 


Marshal Chang, he said, never 
consulted Nanking regarding his 
policies; he appointed his own 
railroad and other commissions. 

Regarding Manchuria’s future, 
Tokio holds, he said, that neither 
Japan nor any third power ought 
to attempt to interfere with the 
establishing by the (‘hinese of their 
own government in Manchiria in 
accordance with the principle of 
self-determination.

The only injury from the bomb 
explosion was to one of the horses 
ridden by a member of the Em- 
peror’s bodyguard. The horse was 
struck by a piece of the bursting 
missile. 
The Emperor showed no signs of 
nervousness, although officials 
were considerably agitated. He 
continued on to the palace and pro- 
ceeded immediately to his study 
where he went on with his affairs. 
He showed the same coolness as 
during the incident in 1923, when 
after he had been made the target 
for a rifle bullet, he continued on

Frederick Strauss of the J. & W, 
Sejigman Co., testifying béfore the 
Senate Banking Committee's for- 
eign securities investigation, said 
the son of former President Leguia 
was among a group of promoters 


his firm. 
The Seligman company made @ 
gross profit on the deals of $5,- 
475,000 and a net profit of $601.- 
000. 

A total of $533,000 was paid toa 
group of promoters in Peru who 
arranged the deals, ‘This included 
that paid to Juan Leguia. 
Questioned, Strauss said he was 
aware that former President Le- 
guia and his son were being prose- 
cuted for the transaction. , 
About the Leguia Commission, 
Strauss, asked abc ¢ details of 
the payment by his firm of the 
commission to the son of former 
President Leguia, placed his face 
on his hand resting on the arm of 
his chair, and said: “This business 
came to us from people in New 
York who wanted a commission. 
We had no knowledge that Leguia 
had any connection with it. We 
did not retain his services. When 
it did come out we did not like it 
because it did not make a nice pic- 
ture.” Strauss said Leguia had “an 
ordinary checking account with the 
tirm.” 

There was no agreement in writ- 
ing with Leguia,-Strauss said. 
Henry Breck, another member of 
the banking firm, said 8S. A. Mc- 
Ginnis, a former American min- 
ister to Bolivia, who was em- 
ployed by the Seligman house to 
negotiate the loans, had discovered 
the Leguia connection with them. 
Breck answered the question for 
Strauss. :

GIFFORD EXPLAINS 
HIS OPPOSITION TO

He Cites Invisible Relicf. 
In a prepared statement which 
he read to the committee, Gifford 
said: 
“A check of the unemployment 
relief situation by states empha- 
sizes again the existence in some 
parts of the country of great hard- 
ships resulting from unemploy- 
ment. At the same time it indi- 
cates that, aubject to action by 
legislatures in possibly some four 
or five inatances, each state will 
eare for ita own who must have 
help this winter.” ses 
Donald Richberg, noted Chicago 
attorney, appeared to testify as the 
representative of all the railroad 
brotherhoods and the Longshore- 
man’s Union, with a combined 
membership of about 1,750,000, 
Ile told the committee that 600,- 
000 railway and marine workers 
were unemployed, and several hun- 
dred thousand more were working 
on part time. 
“It Is safe to say.” he declared, 
“that at least one-third of these 
workers are idle, and that one- 
third of the railway plant is like- 
wise idle.” 
“Krom 1928 through 1929," he 
aaid, “200,000 railway workers lost 
their jobs, and the total payments 
to labor diminished $7657,000,000, 
while aggregate payments on divi- 
dends and fixed charges increased 
$1,050,000,000.

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Bribery 
of Coast Guardsmen by liquor run- 
ners in the New York area, the to- 
tal amount of the bribes estimated 
at $1,000,000, was disclosed today 
by United States District Attorney 
Howard W. Ameli. He said 20 
Coast Guardsmen had been arrest- 
ed some of them had confessed. 

“Coast Guardsmen have admitted 
complicity in conniving to allow 
smuggling,” said Ameli. “We are 
going to the bottom and dig up ev- 
ery bit of evidence, no matter how 
high it may reach, before we go to 
the grand jury for indictments. You 
may infer that commissioned offi- 
cers are involved.” 

An investigation has been under 
way for several weeks. Department 
of Justice agents, the District At- 
torneys’ office, customs men, Pro- 
hibition Departments detectives and 
representatives of the Coast Guard 
have had parts in the inquiry.

HEIRESS AND MOTHER: 
BOTH WEEP AT TRIAL 


Judge Forced to Call Recess; 
Witnesses Tell of Defend- 
‘ant’s Jealousy.

FLINT, Mich., Jan. 8.—Helen 
Joy Morgan, 27-year-off heiress on 
trial for the murder of Leslie Cas- 
teel, her garage mech nic fiance, 
broke down and wept in court yes- 
terday and so did her widowed 
mother. 

She had heard the father and 
three sisters of the man she shot 
to death last April add to the teés- 
timony by which the ate hopes 
to prove that she planned her 
fiance’s death in a prolonged fit of 
jealousy over Casteel’s suspected 
attentions to other women.

S. Parker had to cali a recess 
when both women burst into sobs. 

Miss Morgan’s face reddened 
when Mrs. Helen Amy, a laundry 
worker, testified the defendant had 
ordered her out of Casteel's col- 
tage when she called for laundry 
one night and found (C‘astee! in bed. 
Mrs. Amy said Miss Morgan told 
her “Il am his wife,” when she 
asked what authority she had itn 
Casteel’'s home. 

Mrs. Minnie Spiker, a sister of 
Casteel, testified Miss Morgan told 
her, “If I don’t live with Les, no 
one else will.”” Another sister said 
she found Miss Morgan cooking 
breakfast for Casteel at his home 
one morning. 

John Castee], the dead man's fa- 
ther, said that after Castee!l hud 
| been arrested on suspicion of burn- 
ing a house he owned, Miss Mor- 
gan toid him, “I put Les in jail and 
l can get him out but my mother 
wants to keep him there.” 

Another witness said Miss Mor- 
gan had sought advice on the ques- 
tion of whether a man thrice di- 
vorced could “‘reform.” Casteel was 
married three times,

“Winkler, however, had already 
gone a long way in his negotia- 
tions. Not only had he promised 
to return the $680,000 in stolen 
bonds, but he had promised to fur- 
nish affidavits that about $2,000,- 
000 more of the stolen bonds had 
been destroyed. 

Offered to Pay for Engraving. 

“Nor had he stopped there. Sit- 
ting in conférence in Chicago with 
members of the Secret Six and Mr. 
Towle, he had* even promised to 
pay the cost of engraving new 
bonds, $10,000 or $12,000. Think 
of it! 

“His affidavit, or any other affi- 
davit from a criminal should be 
worthless, it seemed to me If 
looked to me as if Winkler had 
reached such a high stage in crime 
that he was being treated as a fi- 
nancier rather than as a crook. 
“Later I heard that Mr. Towle 
and representatives of the Secret 
Six were checking Winkler’s de- 
fense, which was that he was reg- 
istered at the Statler Hotel in Buf- 
falo, N. Y., on the day of the rob- 
ery.”

Total. for 1931-32 Fiscal Pe- 
riod $31,332,000—Last Ap» 
propriation Approved. 


A supplementary appropriation 
bilt for $176,937.87, completing the 
city’s expenditures for the fiscal 
year 1931-32, was approved by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment today and sent to the Board 
of Aldermen for passage. It will 
bring the total appropriation for 
the year to $31,332.928.93, as com- 
pared to $32,815,.016.67 for 1930-31. 

The saving of $1,482,087.74 re- 
sulted because $500,000 was spent 
tor an election in the previous year, 
$110,000 for a bridge at Lansdowne 
avenue und the River des Peres, 
vnd $125,000 for an interlocking 
plant at the Municipal Bridge—all 
special expenses for that year that 
did not recur this year. 

The supplementary appropriation 
bill approved today provides $162,- 
113.30 for current operating ex- 
penses, $10,000 far the Water De- 
partment and $4824 for reconstruc- 
tion of the Palm street sewer. 

Principal current expenses are 
$29,430 for City Hospital No. 2, 
$18,500 for garbage collection, 
$18,300 for the courts, $20,000 for 
City Hospital No. 1, $12,600 for 
City Sanitarium and $10,000 for the 
Health Department. Much of the 
extra money to be spent was neces- 
sitated by increased demands on

$997,678 READY TO PAY 
FOR POSTOFFICE ANNEX SITE 


Treasury Funds Can’t Be Used Un. 
til Report of Viewers Is 
Filed in Court. 

Treasury Department checks ag- 
gregating $997,678 were turned 
over to Clerk O’Connor of the Fed- 
eral Court today by John C. Dyott, 
special assistant District Attorney, 
for payment for the major portion 
of the site of a large addition to 
the Postoffice. Dyott is in charge 
of the condemnation of the site, 
now being carried out. 

The amounts are based on esti- 
mates of what the viewers wil] 
award for the property. Payment 
to the present owners cannot be 
made until the report of the view- 
ers, who have been holding hear- 
ings, is filed in court. 

One check is for $887,150, cover- 
ing the block bounded by Market. 
Walnut, Eighteenth and Seven- 
teenth streets, owned by the St. 
Louis Brewing Association. An- 
other, for $66,000, covers the east- 
ern half of the southern Market 
street frontage, between Seven- 
teenth and Moore streets, owned 
by the Arthur Kramer estate. The 
other checks, totaling $44,528, are 
for the western half of that front- 
age, Owned by the Hannah Mc- 
Grath estate. The remainder of 
the site for the addition comprises 
the rest of the long block bounded 
by Clark avenue and Market, Sev- 
enteenth and Moore streets, much 
of which the Government owns al- 
ready.

EXECUTED AT CHICAGO 


Frank H. Bell, Before Death, 
Says Brothers Is Innocent 
of Lingle Murder. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—Frank H. 
Bell, 31 years old, twice reprieved 
in three months, was executed in 


the electric chair early today for 
the murder of Christ Patras, a res- 
taurant owner, in a holdup on June 
16, 1930. 

Fifteen minutes before he en- 
tered the death chamber he signed 
a statement in which he said he 
was “perfectly sure” that Leo V. 
Brothers, convicted slayer of Alfred 
J. Lingle, Tribune reporter, was in- 
nocent of the Lingle murder. 

Bell’s explanation was somewhat 
confusing, authorities-said. Ina 
statement made after the Patras 
slaying he did not mention the Lin- 
gle killing. Later he told the Cor- 
oner’s jury that he had driven the 
automobile in which the killers of 
Lingle rode to the murder scene 
and away from it. He said his com- 
panions were Richard Sullivan, ex- 
ecuted recently for the Patras 
slaying, and Joseph Traum, Indl- 
ana gangster, now in Leavenworth 
Penitentiary. Bell also said Sulli- 
van shot Patras, when Patras re-

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Jan. 8.— 
The campaign of State Senator 
Russell L. Dearmont for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for Governor, 
which has been lagging somewhat 
because of the hesitancy of politi- 
cians of State-wide power to join 
his forces, was given a smart im- 
petus today when his formal in- 
dorsement by State Superintendent 
of Schools Lee became known to 
the 2000 Democrats gathered here 
from all sections of the State for 
the annual Jackson day dinner to- 
night. 

The tendency of the Lee an- 
nouncement is i> check the band 
wagon drift to Francis M. Wilson 
of Kansas City, which set in many 
had con- 
tinued without noticeable abate- 
ment. 

Lee, in his several campaigns ,in 
office, has shown himself a strong 


vote-getter, and he has demon- 
strated a strength second to no 
other Democrat in the State. 


Whether he can be as effective for 
Dearmont as he is for himself will 
be determined only when the votes 
are counted in the August primary, 
but that he has a very matcrial 
strength and that his support is 
most desirable is not questioned 
by party workers. 

Dearmont’s Quiet Campaign. 

Dearmont since his announce- 
ment of candidacy two mc ths ago, 


has been conducting a quiet cam- | 
puign lining up support in coun- | 
ties where the Democratic vote is | 


heavy, but except for the organiza- 
tion of a Dearmont club amovg 
business and professional men in 
St. Louis no strong Dearmont move- 
ment has developed publicly. 

While he was at work, Wilson 
also was quietly visiting influential 

oliticians and his supporters were 

usy impressing on rural politi- 
cans that support of Wilson by the 
Pendergast organization in Kansas 
City assured Wilson of the nomina- 
tion and that rural Democrats 
Should “get in the band wagon.” 

The type of campaign has been 
effective and has brought quite 
generally to Wilson’s support the 
old organization type of Democrats 
in a large number of counties, The 
Greene County Wilson Club, said 
to have 1500 members, has been 
organized. 

Band Wagon Men Puzzled. 

The immediate effect of the Lee 
announcement has been to ‘ cause 
some of these early band wagon 
men to check up a little and won- 
der whether they have been too 
hasty. 

It was conceded from the time 


was under a heavy handicap. Wil- 
son had been the nominee in the 
previous election and had gone to 
defeat un@er a big Republican 
landslide for the national ticket.

lee’s influence lies particularly 
with the school teachers of the 
State, and when it is recalled that 
there are many in each county and 
that they are in close contact with 
humerous school directors and the 
public generally, it may be realized 
that if Lee can weld them into the 
Same sort of an organization for 
Dearmont that he has been able to 
bring about for himself, he will 
prove an effective factor. 

Wilson Has Long Lead. 

But it is not to be understood 
that Dearmont has yet caught up 
with Wilson, who had a long lead, 
and who has a following in West- 
ern and Central Missouri that can 
be overcome, if at all, only by the 
most vigorous campaign on issues 
that will appeal to the voters. 

Both Wilson and Dearmont are 
here for the dinner, which will be 
the unofficial ‘opening of the pri- 
mary campaign. They have head- 
quarters and each has a big fol- 
lowing of supporters and workers. 

The Pendergast organization, 
which is at the same time Wilson’s 
greatest strength and his greatest 
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here from fully half the counties, 
as has also Wilson.

writ was refused. the Knoxville 
(Tenn.) News-Sentinel today to 
prohibit Circult Judge Henty R. 
Prewitt from barring its reporters 
from attending the William High- 
tower mine murder trial at Mount 


Sterling, in an opinion announced 
by Chief Justice Richard Priest 
Dietzman of the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals. 

Newton D. Baker, Secretary of 
War in Woodrow Wilson's Cabinet, 
appeared before the Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday in behalf of the ap- 
plication by the News-Sentinel for 
a prohibitory writ. 

Judge Prewitt was represented by 
his son, Allen Prewitt. 

Arguing for, the newspaper, 
Baker said Prewitt’s order was “an 
unwarranted deprivation of a prop- 
erty right,” and by implication 
‘imperiled a civil liberty of the 
people.” 

The Judge's son contended the 
Circuit Court had an inherent 
right to protect itself against a 
“contumacious and contemptuous 
newspaper.” 

Gov. Ruby Laffoon and many 
other State officials were in court- 
room to hear the arguments. 

Prewitt held the News-Sentinel 
had libeled and slandered him in 
commenting on the conviction of 
William B. Jones, a miner tried in 
connection with the Harlan Coun- 
ty coal fields disorders. 

Baker termed the editorial “an 
exceedingly temperate philosophi- 
cal and just statement,” which he 
said might “well have been made 
by this court or any other court 
of final judicial procedure.” After 
terming Prewitt a man of “great 
distinction of character,”’ the for- 
mer Secretary of War said the 
Judge had claimed publication of 
the editorial was intended to ob- 
struct justice by attempting to in- 
fluence him. He termed this 
“practically an admission of lack 
of judicial qualifications.” 

The court’s order, Baker said, 
was an attempt to impose “vicari- 
ous punishment” upon the report- 
er’s employer and “redress a wrong 
done by an absent person as * to 
which the statutes of Kentucky 
give him other remedy.”

AGAIN IN U. S. SUPREME COURT 


Texan Who Achieved Victory in 
1927 Challenges New Action 
by Legislature.

- WASHINGTON, Jan. 8. — The 
right of Negroes to vote in Texas 
Democratic primaries was asserted 
yesterday in the Supreme Court by 
L. A. Nixon, El Paso Negro, who 
said he was prevented from vot- 
ing at the 1928 Democratic pri- 
mary and sued the Democratic 
election judges for $5000 as dam- 
ages. 
In March, 1927. the Supreme 
Court in a case brought by Nixon 
held that a Texas statute prohibit- 


ing Negroes from voting at Dem. 
cratic primaries was invalid, The 
Texas Legislature repealed that 
law und enacted another providing 
that politica! parties in the State 
through their State Executive Com- 
mittees should have power to pre- 
scribe the qualifications of mem- 
bers and determine who should be 
qualified to vote and participate i” 
party activities. Under the act, the 
Democratic Executive Committee 
passed a resolution disqualifying 
Negroes from voting at Democratic 
primaries.

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GRAPE JUICE SEIZED 
BYU. DRY RNDERS 


1400 Gallons Alleged to Have 
Been Intended for Volstead 
Law Violation. 


Twenty-isx 60-gallon barrels of 
grape juice were seized yesterday 
at the Mound City Storage Co., 


Ninth and Branch streets, by pro- 
hibition agents who arrested four 
men on charges of having ip their 
possession property intended for 
violation of the Volstead act. 

The agents allege that all of the 
barrels contained a product which 
tested in excess of the one-half of 
1 per cent alcoholic content per- 
mitted under the prohibition laws, 
and that one barrel tested 1.32 per 
cent. 

The men arrested were Max Ra- 
der, president of the California 
Grape Juice Co., 3519 Easton ave- 
nue; Jerome Handel, a manager 
for Rader’s company; Herman 
Thaller, a salesman, ard Joseph 
Rader, a brother of Max Rader and 
ene of his employes. The grape 
juice confiscated was consigned to 
Rader by the Fresno Warehouse 
Co., Fresno, Cal. 
~ The arrests followed an investi 
gation by two agen‘s who said they 
each bought a five-gallon keg of 
the grape juice from Thaller last 
month and had the kegs delivered 
to their homes. They said that 
Thaller instructed them to leave 


the bungs of the kegs open and 
returned later to filter and bottle 
the product for thém. Tests showed 


strongly alcoholic, they sald. 

In addition to the charges of 
possession made against’ each of 
the four, each was charged with 
violating a section of the Volstead 
act prohibiting the sale of vinous 
liquors to anyone not having &@ 
permit to make vinegar. The 
agents learned that Rader was pay- 
ing for the product as he withdrew 
it from the warehouse, to which it 
had been shipped under permit. 
The stock is valued at more than 
$3000. 

Another charge is pending 
against Rader in regard to the 
sale of a quantity of grape juice in 
November, 1930. The agents ree 
ported that they iad found a bare 
rel of grape juice wit’ ap ai 
holic content of 3% per cent 
Rader’s place of business in addi-+ 
tion to a $6000 stock of unferment- 
ed product. Rader explained 
the fermented juice was a barrel

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t A Trucker’s View of the Transport War. 
; To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
4% OUR editerial on “The Transporta- 
& y tion War,” issue of Dec. 21, 1931, 
; has met with ready response by the 
spokesman of the Missouri Truckmens 
Association, Inc., and has furnished fur- 
ther opportunity to indorse the motor 
bus and truck act passed by the 193! 
State Legislature. Your phrase, “trans- 
; portation war”, is most apt, for the 
railway managers are oped and frank 
in their declarations, and are actively 
and systematically engaged with all their 
resources in furthering their cause. 
Their propaganda will be most effec- 
tive during these troubied business times. 
The big executives in the world of fi- 
nance and insurance, who have borne 
testimony to the railway cause, may per- 
suade many into unthinkingly accepting 
their recommendations. ‘Then there is 
the threat that the railroads will go 
broke and ruin will overtake us all. The 
technique is excellent, but how familiar. 
; During times when tonnage was nor- 
mal, the reilways could earn on their 
capitalization and were not particularly 
bothered concerning the tonnage moved 
over the highways by trucks. Today. 
their plans of combat embrace all com- 
ane peting forms of transportation, and par- 
ticularly trucks. It jis interesting to note, 
however, ‘that such an authority as Col; 
Leonard P. Ayres stated recently that 
“the present difficulties of the railroads 
are not due primarily to truck competi- 
tion. but to two other causes. The first 
is that the preduction of freight has 
fallen to almost unbelievably low ievels 
ang, second, that freight rates allowed 
the roads are too low.” 

I believe it safe to state that the 
greatest efficiency and earning power of 
the railroads is in the movement of these 
bulk commodities which are carried for 
comparatively long hauls at low trans- 
portation costs. For years the roads pro- | 
claimed that  less-than-carload short. 
hauls were unprofitable, due to terminal 
costs. and most certainly they are poor- 
ly equipped to compete in this class of | 
business with their modern rivals. I) 
should think it would be futile to eén-| 
deaver to legislate this tonnage back to| 

the rails and, if the roads persist in their, 
endeavors to have this done, they should | 
be called upon to prove its profitable- 
ness to them. 
Less-than-carload movements within 
certain limits are best handled by trucks. 
That is illustrated by the action of the 
roads themselves. The carloaling com- 
panies owned and operated by the rail- 
roads have found it necessary to adopt 
the use of trucks. Incidentally, while 
the roads are asking fer reguiation of a}! 
transportation mediums, it is curious 
that they have overlooked the carload- 
ing companies. In truth, however, these 
carloading companies function most ef- 
fectively and are the means by which 
the roads have cut practically all their 
less-than-cariload rates. 
A. J. Brosseau, president of Mack 
Trucks, Inc., and vice president of the 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, stated recently that “American 
railroad statistics for 1930 show that 26 
per cent of the cars loaded with revenue 
} freight were used to carry less-than-car- 
load freight, which was only 2.6 per cent 
of the total tonnage, and returned only 
10 per cent of the total] freight revenue. 
As an industrialist, | have no hesitancy 
in saying that no manufacturer can pros- 
per if he devotes 26 per cent of his fac- 
tory capacity to sell 2.6 per cent of his 
goods at a price high enough to amount 
to 10 per cent of the gross business, if 
his customer can buy the same thing 
from some other manufacturer at a low- 
| er price.” Surely these statements are 
t correct, and it is reasonable to believe 
i this situation will be corrected by the 
i railway managements.

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THE PERILOUS EAST. 

Not forgetting the humble beginnings of the World 
War, the United States, Great Britain, France and 
Italy are all gravely concerned over the Far Eastern 
situation. 

Following a conference yesterday between our State 
Department and the ambassadors of other Powers, 
announcement was made that some definite and con- 
certed action is to be taken to stop the rising con. 
flagration in Asia. Meanwhile, the United States has 
invoked the Nine-Power Treaty, to which Japan is a 
signatory. The covenant pledges the nations joining 
in it— 


1. To respect the sovereignty, the independ- 
ence and the territorial and administrative in- 


tegrity of China. 

2. To provide the fullest and most unembar- 
rassed opportunity to China to develop and main- 
tain for herself an effective and stable govern: 


"Se use their influence for the purpose of 
effectually establishing and maintaining the | 
principle of equal opportunity for the commerce 
and industry of all nations throughout the terri- 
tory of China. 

The belligerent intent of Japan is no longer masked. 
The Nine-Power Treaty, the Covenant of the League 
of Nations, and the Kellogg pact are all mere scraps 
of paper in the unblushing sophistry of a militarism 
which has carried by storm both the Government at 
Tokio and the Japanese people. Japan's army in 
Manchuria is pushing forward. The Chinese are in 
flight, and the battle front is daily spreading. No 
challenge to the peace of the world and the comity 
of nations could be bolder, as no threat to involve the 
world in another great conflict could be more sinister. 

Despite the disposition of the League of Nations to 
content itself with a mere moral objection to what 
Japan is doing, the Powers cannot remain only on 
lookers while the outlook darkens in the East. They 
are compelled by the instinct of self-preservation to 
throw their influence against the onrush of war, and 
that is just what they are about to do. What the 
League of Nations could not do, necessity perforce 
must do. Political motives can absent from the Coun- 
cil of the League the co-operation of the United 
States, but our own stake in the peace of the world 
and the possible consequences to ourselves of a great 
war in the East readily place us at the side of those 
whose intercession alone is the hope of stopping the 
war in Manchuria before it gets out of hand. 

As cleverly imitative of imperialistic make-believe 
as they are of al] Western things, the Japanese are 
not really fighting the Chinese in Manchuria. While 
daily calling upon the defenseless and demoralized 
Chinese Government to protect life and property, they 
are engaged in the unpleasant task of putting down 


bandits. It remains to be seen whether the Powers’ 


can bring any great influence to bear upon the situa 
tion. They cannot take the field against Japan 
They can, however, make things decidedly unpleasant 
diplomatically and commercially for Japan or any 
other nation willfully bringing down upon itself the 
wrath of a world still bleeding with the wounds of 
the last great wear. 

It is a@ dangerous game Japan is playing, dangerous 
alike to the world and herself.

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POWER DAMS D THE STATE. 

Hearings on applications by the Donipban Hydro 
electric Co. and the Current River Power Co. for 
permits to place power dams on the Current River 
were concluded Wednesday before the Federal Power 
Commission at Washington, and the commission will 
pass upon them by March 1. 

The issue before the commission was like that 
which some years ago made ‘a cause celebre of the 
power project at Cumberland Falls. That is, the per- 
mits asked upon the Current River were opposed 
from many quarters upon esthetic grounds, a protest 
that eventually carried the day in the Keptucky bat- 
tle. The State of Missouri expressed fear at the hear- 
ings that one of these proposed dams upon the Cyr- 
rent River would bury Big Spring, the show piece of 
one of the State parks. The level of Big Spring is 
about the level of the river at normal stages. If the 
river were backed up by a dam, no sign would remain 
of the greatest of all the Ozark springs. The Izaak 
Walton League, together with United States Senator 
Hawes and Congressman Cochran, plead for the pres- 
ervation of Current River, one of the most beautiful 
streams in the Ozarks, in a state of nature. 

Neither of the projects for which permits are asked 
presented any stronger claims than are usual in sucb 
cases. The applicants expressed their belief that a 
market would be found for the power, though no such 
market may be apparent now. One of the companies 


thought it might sell its power in the disseminated |- 


lead district of Southeast Missouri, and both appli. 
cants naturally fired some of the Congressmen out 
in that part of the State with expectations of industria] 
developments, It is, of course, improbable that even 
if the permits are granted projects of the sort could 


be capitalized for years to come. Any power that |’ 


can be generated by power dams in the Ozarks can 
be generated nearer a market by coal-burning plants 
along the Mississippi River. It is in the spirit of 
promotion, and not in response to any real necessity. 
that.such permits are sought. 

Meanwhile, the State of Missouri has not exhausted 
her defenses. Had the last Legislature set up machin 
ery by nleans of which the State could have entered 
formal objection to the granting of either of the 
Current River permits, the Federal Power Commis 
sion would hardly have overridden that objection 
Compelled to decide, as it is, between what is rep 
resented to be an opportunity for tne development 
of the region, and the esthetic claims of remonstrants 
that so to dam the Current River would tmpair its 
charms and lessen its recreational value to the peo 
ple, the commission is in some embarrassment. If 
it grants the permits, the State wil] bave to fal! back 
upon its Hindenburg line. That Jine, as we have 
often explained, is impressive. The State has never 
yielded title to any dam site upon its rivers, and so 
remains the owner of the ground upon which these 
dams sit. If its defenders are watchful, it will never 
do so. As long as that defense is preserved, investment 
in any such enterprise will always be made at the 
investor's risk. As that important fact becomes bet- 
ter known, the powers of the State, which at this 
time lie dormant, may become the determining 
factor in any such matter.

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JULIUS ROSENWALD. 

Julius Rosenwald once summed up his business 
philosophy in a few words. It was at a conference with 
his company’s department heads. He said: “Gentle 
men, there are no problems in merchandising. When 
ever perplexed by what you think is a difficult situa 
tion, just ask yourself, ‘What is the fair thing to do?’ 
and do it.” 

It looks idealistic in print. Yet that was the man’s 
guiding principle in all relations of life, according 
to his associates. That, too, is the public’s measure 
of him, as it had come to know him through the years 
when great success made it possible for him to carry 
out large-scale philanthropies. Much of his time and 


fenergy in the last decade had been expended in giv- 


ing away money. His beneficence in detail and in 
the aggregate was institutional in its scope. An accu- 
rate chart of it would require a considerable part of 
the world’s map. And he has poured his abundance 
lavishly along humble ways, where need of assistance 
was urgent. The returns from those investments in 
accomplishment, aspiration and assured progress are 
beyond estimate. 

The Julius Rosenwald fund of $36,000,000, dedicat- 
ed to the “well-being of mankind,” is a fine expres 
sion of the man’s rigorous common sense as well as 
character. The high feature of the bequest is the re 
quirement that the entire fund, principal and inter 
est, be expended within 25 years of the founder's 
death. The purpose of many a public-service legacy 
has been defeated by the condition of perpetuity im- 
posed by the donor. Mr. Rosenwald avoided that mis 
take. Avoiding mistakes, indeed, seems to have been 
& persistent quality of his genius, explainable, doubt- 
less, by his philosophy. With lasting monuments as 
exclamation points of immortality, he was not con 
cerned. “Time passes. Nothing, not even the crying 
need of an era, endures.” 

“An outstanding citizen,” is Mr. Hoover’s tribute.

Stimulants are being urged to restore high prices, falsely thought to be a cause of 

_ prosperity; a little inflation might help if prices are falling too fast, but it must be 

handled by experts; with election near, there is great temptation to use this plan, 
which might bring new disasters; inflation viewed as the great danger of 1932. 


From Bradstreet's Review. 


HATEVER else may be said about it. 
1931 has been an interesting year to 
watch, Reali history has been in the 
muking and has been made. Despite the 
world-wide business debacle, tremendous 
progress has been made in about every 
branch of human effort. And even if busi- 
ness has been unprosperous, it will, let us 
hope, prosper imiméasurably by the lessons 
to be learned during this unhappy period. 

Many quaint and bigarre theories have 
been advanced as to the causes and cures 
for the depression. Some of these “cures.” 
in direct and open violation of the anti- 
trust laws, have been put into practice, but 
for the most part with unfortunate results 
to those who tried them. But aH of these 
experiments, even though costly, have served 
at least to show the futility of trying to 
lift oneself by the boot-straps. 

It ia painfully obvious that we are suffer- 
ing from overproduction. Some have called 
it underconsumption, but this not only is 
not true, but is like blaming the dead goose 
for not laying goiden eggs. The poor con- 
sumer who, after ail, has been the miracu- 
lous goose, haa done his duty. He has su- 
pinely bought everything that science could 
invent and high-pressure selling could con- 
vince him he should have. When his money 
was-exhausted, he was given ample credit 
and induced to pawn his salary for the next 
two years, Finally, with some irony, he was 
permitted to join the capitalist class and 
share in the profits which his low sales re- 
sistandée had built up, and this new revenue 
was promptly turned into more purchases. 

During the presidential campaign in 1928, 
the publicity bureau at Republican head- 
quarters Was stressing the point that tele- 
phone, radio and sanitary plumbing had 
“peeome standard household equipment.” 
that not only was there a “chicken in every 
pot” but a “car in-every garage”, the whole 
nation had been “placed itn the silk-stocking 
class.” Surely here wag a prophetic utter- 
ance forecasting the inevitable denouement. 
For if the domestic market was so well sold, 
why all the new factories? «4 
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Of course, the foreign market had not 
been so well supplied. But that was be- 
cause, beyond allowing foreign countries to 
go deeply in debt for necessary reconstruc- 
tion materials, everything possible was done 
to impoverish the foreign market. There 
has been @ marked change in politica! atti- 
tude in the past decade. Contrasted with 
Rooseveit’s policy, which was to protect the 
consumer, the entire emphasis in the iast 
10 years has been to protect the producer. 

Now, obviously, there are two major par- 
ties in any business transaction: the buyer 
and the seller. There must be a fair reia- 
tion between the two, any difference be- 
tween them being compensated for by price 
fluctuation. Ef either is benefited at the 
other’s expense, then both must suffer. If 
undue restraint is put on the producer, pro- 
duction is inhibited. supply lessens and 
prices rise or.quality towers. If, on the other 
hand, the producer receives too much pro- 
tection, prices rise, the consumer is impov- 
erished and the demand lessens. 

In the early '20s8, apparently it didn’t mat- 
ter. After a four-year lapse in peace-time 
production, with most of the world in des- 
perate need of reconstruction materials and 
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with the former principal producer countries 
pretty well out of the running. the United 
States was in a position where it must bene~- 
fit. Prices remained exorbitant, even ufter 
the precipitate primary deflation of 1921. 
With high prices and imports weil inhib- 
ited by high tariff, the foreign market soon 
became impoverished. 

In the meantime, high prices stimulated 
production and capacities grew to unprece- 
dented proportions. The American wake 
earner could afford high prices because lis 
wages were high aud he was given ample 
credit. And, because the pretty Dubble that 
was 1928 has burst, the great cry one hears 
so much these days is “higher prices.” as 
though that were the magic formula to 
bring back prosperity. This has always 
appeared to us a littie naive on the part of 
business. It is true that good times and 
rising prices go together, but to believe that 
one is the cause of the other is due to a 
common fallacy in logic known as post hoc, 
ergo propter hoc—after it. therefore, be- 
cause of it. The fact. of course, is that ris 
ing prices and prosperity are both results of 
& cOmMmMon cause—good demand. 

- * 

It is true, of course, that prices are low 
—in some cases too iow. The defiation has 
gathered momentum and, at teast in most 
industries, passed its mark. Retail! prices, 
however, although down a great deai this 
past year, are generally still high and the 
ultimate consumer is still waiting. Rents 
and taxes, based on indebtedness incurred 
during the inflation period, are very high, 
and drastic economy must be inaugurated 
in all public activity to cut taxes to the 
minimum. Ali this matadjustment keeps the 
purchasing power of the consumer weak. 

In line with the cry for higher prices. 
there are many’ other purely inflationary 
measures being proposed by business and 
considered by the Government. One of then, 
the Nattonal Reconstruction Corporation, 
seems to be teeting favor. if we are be- 
coming overdeflated, a certain amvunt of 
carefully administered inflation would act 
as a healthy Drake to slow the process down. 
Buyers will not order as long aa prices are 
going down. Any rise, even though artifi- 
cial, will make them rush to order for ex- 
tremely tow inventories and repiacement 
needs. This would act as a beneficial stimu- 
lant to the torpid state that business has 
sunk into. 

But infiation right now ts dynamite, and 
should be handied with extreme care by ex- 
perts. The administration is admittediy im 
a bad fix. However unjustiy, it is receiv- 
ing a certain measure of Diame for the de- 
pression. Political experts agree that littie 
short of a miracuious recovery of business 
could give Mr. Hoover a ghost of a chance at 
the next election. It would take a brave man 
to resist the temptation before Mr. Hoover 
in the opportunity of pushing inflation.

In consequence, our opponents re- 
duced our lead to 8770 points at 
the end of the 144th rubber.

Poster Warns Officials. 

“Beware, O demons of « vanish- 
ing empire!” warned a red poster 
pasted on the Empire Building to- 
day over the name of the Hindu- 
stan Republican Society. ‘We warn 
British officials to move about al- 
ways armed. Upon orders the sol- 
diers of Our society will kill any of- 
ficer. Therefore, beware! We also 
warn all Nationalists not to inter- 
fere with our solemn duties.” 

Demands of some British news- 
papers that Gandhi be hanged or 
deported caused a reaction of pro- 
test by moderate Englishmen and 
newspapers here. The Times of In- 
dia, Government organ, deplores 
such demands and suggests, instead 
of detaining the Mahatma in pris- 
on, the Government might send 
him to some remote hill _ station, 
where he could not direct the civil 
disobedience campaign.

Not Legal Investment. 

The mortgages, Marquette de- 
bentures and corporation stocks 
sold to the companies while they 
were controlled by the Marquette 
group, the receivers allege, were 
not legal investments for insurance 
companies in New Jersey and the 
receivers are now read, to return 
them in exchange for the money it 
paid for them. 

About $100,000 of the mortgages 
held by the Marquette Co., it is al- 
leged, were purchased from J. B. 
McCutchan, St. Louis insurance 
company executive, who, with Dar- 
by Day of Chicago, has been in- 
dicted by a Federdl grand jury in 
Kansas City on charges of using 
the mails to defraud. The basis of 
the indictment was an attempt by 
the Continental Indemnity Co. of 
America, which they controlled, to 
deposit with the Missouri Insurance 
Department, Southeast Missouri 
real estate mortgages at a valua- 
tion greater than their actual 
worth. The indictment alleges 
they planned to obtain control of 
several insurance companies, with- 
draw cash and securities from them 
and substitute securities of little or 
no value.

BOUT the time the scientific 

world unearthed King Tut- 
ankhamen, the boxing world 
unearthed.

Roasting, Braising and Pot Bak- 
ing Are Included for Best 
and Cheaper Cuts. 


To roast the best and tender cuts 
of beef, wipe meat with a damp 
cloth, placed in a roasting pan and 
seared quickly in a very hot oven 
500 degrees. When the meat is 
seared, or whitened on the sur- 
face, reduce the heat to 825 or 350 
degrees and finish cooking, allow- 
ing 18 minutes per pound for rare 
beef, 22 minutes per pound - for 
medium done and 30 minutes a 
pound for well done beef. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper before cook- 
ing. Do not put extra fat in the 
pan when roasting meat unless it is 
very lean, in which case add a thin 
layer of suet. 

Chuck, cross rib or round of 
beef may be roasted, pot roasted 
or braised with vegetables. To 
roast, place in a pan, sprinkle with 
salt, pepper and a very little flour 


‘and sear in a very hot oven, then 


cover the pan, reduce the heat to 
300 or 325 degrees (a slow oven) 
and finish cooking, allowing 35 to 


40 minutes per pound. Carrots, 
turnips, onions, potatoes, etc., may 
be placed around the meat after 
searing, and.two or three  table- 
spoons water added. It is not nec- 
essary to baste meat while roast- 
ing if the oven temperature is 
right, i * 

Lamb may be roasted in the same 
way as beef with vegetables as just 
described. 

If the piece of meat is large and 
it is desired to cook vegetables 
with it, add them about one and a 
half hours before the meat is done. 
Too long cooking will make them 
rhushy. 

Pot roasting is done by brown- 
ing a piece of meat in a little fat. 
pouring off any excess fat, adding 
one-half cup water for four or five 
pound cut of meat, covering close- 
ly and cooking very slowly for 
about three hours. Vegetables may 
be added an hour before the meat 
is done. Pot roasting is usually 
done on top of the stove, but the 
covered kettle may be put in the 
oven if desired. , 

A small anrount of fat in the 
meat is desirable for flavor and to 
prevent the meat drying out in the 
cooking, but extra fat is never used 
in roasting. A little, just enough 
to brown the meat, is necessary 
for pot roasting. 

Meat cooked in the oven in a 
covered pan with vegetables is 
known as “braised meat.’ Braising 
is really a combination of roasting 
and boiling. The less tender cuts 
are suitable for pot roasting or 
braising.

effort, Probably in most homes the 
holidays heavily taxed the food 
budget, and now it is up to the 
home cook to plan carefully. 

Then again, perhaps there's 
many @& New Year’s resolution to 
study more carefully kitchen 
budgets, to shop cautiously, and to 
prepare meals with a view to mak- 
ing them as appetizing and well- 
balanced as possible. 

‘No more -or-miss cooking for 
me,” declared one woman iast 
week. “I am going to plan my 
meals in advance, and buy food 
that is both nutritidus and appeal- 
ing to the family taste, but I’m go- 
ing to. watch every penny.”’ 

“No more telephone orders for 
me, or one-meal] buying. I am go- 
ing into my housekeeping this year 
on a system.” 

And here are best wishes that 
she and many others like her find 
it not only a successful experiment, 
but an enjoyable one. 

For Sunday' dinner, a small 
shoulder of pork is suggested, 
which is both inexpensive and de- 
cidedly good. Enough will be left 
for the mock baked cutlets Monday 
evening, and still a little to com- 
bine with beef for the meat loaf 
Tuesday evening. 

Sweet potato souffle is delicious 
with the pork, and a new recipe is 
given below for this. Stuffed pep- 
pers take the place of meat for the 
Wednesday dinner. 

Dried fruits, prunes, peaches, 
figs and apricots are rich in food 
values. When desired for salads, 
steam the fruit or cook it just long 
enough to plump it. Add sugar 
about 10 minutes before removing 
from fire. Prune salad is especially 
good when these rules are observed. 
A little cheese or nuts may be 
added to the prunes for the Sunday 
night salad. 


Mock Pork Cutlets. 

Pork cutlets are made from the 
cooked pork by chopping it fine, 
combining with half as much 
mashed potato, adding a little 
minced onion, parsley, celery salt 
and pepper, binding with beaten 
egg and shaping into flat cutlets 
half an inch thick. Roll these in 
fine dry bread crumbs, then in 
beaten egg diluted with one table-

Baked peppers make an appe-| 
tizing main dish—a mixture of | 
boiled rice, grated cheese, a little, 
onion and a beaten egg is usually 
liked; or canned corn may be used 
with rise and just enough cheese 
to add flavor, or bread with left- 
over meat and seasonings. Parboil 
the peppers for five minutes, then 
drain, cool, remove a slice from 
the top and all the seeds. If the 
peppers are very large they may be 
cut in half lengthwise and a half 
used for each portion, Fill with 
the stuffing, place in a greased 
baking dish, dot each with a small 
piece of butter, pour two. table- 
spoons of water or stock in the pan 
and bake in a hot oven for 35 
minutes. Serve with a sauce if the 
stuffing is dry. 

Grape Juice Pudding. 

Seald one quart of grape juice 
in a double boiler and add one- 
fourth cup of quick cooking tapi- 
oca, mixed with two tablespoons of 
yellow cornmeal and one-half tea- 
spoon of salt. Stir until this mix- 
ture begins to thicken, about 15 
minutes. Sweeten to taste with 
brown sugar and pour into a 
greased baking dish to cook for 
three-fourths of an hour in a mod- 
erate oven. 


LENTIL SOUP 


Lentils are nourishing, inexpen- 
sive and, when properly cooked. 
are very appetizing. Lentil soup 
is very good during the winter 
months. To make it, soak one cup 
of red lentils overnight in one 
quart of cold water. In the morn- 
ing, drain, cover with two quarts 
of boiling water, add a large onion, 
a handful of celery leaves, a diced 
carrot, one tablespoon salt and an 
inch slice of fat bacon or a ham 
bone. 

Cover and boil slowly for two 
hours, or until the lentils are soft 
enough to rub through a coarse 
strainer. Return the lentils pulp 
to the. soup and serve with a thin 
slice of lemon in each plate. 


‘Ice Box Cookies., 
Cream two cups of brown sugar 
with one cup of butter. Add two 
eggs, then four cups of flour 
which has deen sifted with one 
teaspoon of soda and one teaspoon 
of cream of tartar.

German Potato Soup, Candy 
Balls From Japan and 
Italian Rissoto. 


For this week's recipes from over 
the seas, we include candy balis 
the Japanese evolve from sweet 
potatoes, a German potato soup and 
Italian rissoto which is one of those 
combinations of meat and veget- 
ables making almost a complete 
meal. : 

Sweet Potato Balls, 
, Boj] three medium sized mealy 
sweet potatos unti) tender. Drain 
and put through a _ potato ricer. 
Add one teaspoon butter and beat 
with a fork to a smooth mass. Cool, 
shape into tiny balls not more than 
three-quarters inch in diameter. 
Let stand for at least half an hour. 
Make a syrup by boiling two cups 
sugar and three-quarters cup wa- 
ter to the firm ball stage. Drop 
the potato balls in the syrup and 
cook until slightly caramelized. 
Drain and set on a greased plate 
or waxed paper to cool and crisp. 
Rissoto. 

Wash one and one-half cups rice, 
drain thoroughly and spread out 
to dry on a clean towel. Melt one- 
quarter cup cooking fat—meat 
drippings, vegetable shortening etc. 
—in a heavy, large frying pan. 
When melted add the dried rice 
and stir until the rice is a deep 
tan Add one-half cup sliced 
onion and a green pepper freed 
from seeds and shredded to the rice 
while it is browning. When 
browned add two cups boiling wa- 
ter and two cups canned tomatoes, 
one and one-half teaspoons salt 
and a very small piece of bayleaf, 
Cover and cook slowly until the 
rice has absorbed all of the liquid. 

Meanwhile brown one- pound 
chopped beef in another frying 
pan. Stir this into the rice mix- 
ture and add a little more water 
or tomato juice—just enough to 
moisten the rice well. Cover and 
cook for another 20 minutes, stir- 
ring several times. Cut two canned 
pimentos in strips and three stuf- 
fed olives in slices. Pack spoons- 
ful of the rissoto in a smal] tea 
cup or a large egg cup, turn out on 
a hot platter and garnish each 
mold with two crossed strips of 
pimento and a slice of olive. It 
takes only a minute or two § to 
shape the rissoto in molds and adds 
much to its appearance.

Soak 16 dried apricots in cold 
water over night after cutting in 
small pieces.

Honey is among the best of the 
quick energy producing foods— 
which are especially needed in cold 
weather to produce the extra Neat 
we need to keep warm. Honey over 
pancakes, stewed or fresh fruit, 
mixed with cream cheese in sand- 
wich fillings, in salad dressings for 
fruit salads, and as a spread for 
bread is always good. It fs a sim- 
ple sweet supply and as such is 
readily digested even by young 
children. ' 

It is good in muffins or cookies 
as these recipes will prove. 

Honey Muffins, 

Mix one cup of honey with one 
cup of milk, and when the honey 
is dissolved in milk (which may be 
slightly warm) add three beaten 
eggs. To this mixture stir in three 
cups of flour which have been sift- 
ed with six teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder and three-fourths a_ tea- 
spoonful of salt. Stir to a batter, 
then add one-fourth a cup of melt- 
ed butter or other shortening. Bake 


in greased muffin tins. 
Honey Cookies. 
One-third cup shortening, one- 
half cup honey, two eggs (well- 


beaten), one-half cup sour cream, 
one and one-half cups flour, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
soda, one-half cup nutmeats, one- 
half cup chopped dates, one cup 
rice cereal, nutmeg or vanilla fla- 
voring. 

Cream shortening and honey. 
Add eggs and sour cream. Sift 
the flour with baking powder, salt, 
soda and add to first mixture. Stir 
in dates, nuts and rice. Add fla- 
voring. Drop with dessert spoon 
on buttered pan and bake in mod- 
erate oven. 


Vegetable Liquids. 


One reader wants to know if it 
is safe to use the liquid on canned 
vegetables. It should be used as 
some of the nutritive elements of 
the vegetables are dissolved in the 
juice in the cooking.

Mrs. Boy-Ed, as Virginia Grace 
)Mackay-Sinit} wae the daughter of 
the late Bishop Alexander Mackay- 
Smith of the Episcopal diocese of 
Pennsylvania. The family main- 
tained a home in Washington as 
well as in Philadelphia, and Mrs. 
Mackay-Smith was a prominent so- 
cial figure in Washington. Capt. 
Karl Boy-Ed was a naval attache 
at the German Embassy, which he 
joined in 1913. 


Although later developments led 
his name to be anathema because 
of the war feelings, and to be al- 
luded to as the “super-spy” and 
expelled from the United States, 
more moderate consideration of to- 
day lets him be remembered as a 
charming, gallant social figure, a 
“good catch” for some capital de- 
butante. He was a diplomat, @ 
clubman, a litterateur, and an 
athlete. A very eligible bachelor, 
in short, although past 40 years old 
when he came to this country. 


Among the homes to which hé 
had social access was that of the 
Mackay-Smiths, where he met Miss 
Virginia, then barely 30 years old. 
They became friends, and the 
friendship very quickly developed 
into love. The Captain was con- 
stantly in the company of Miss 
Mackay-Smith, and spent part of 
the summers at the Bishop’s home 
in Maine. 


However, the World War began, 
and Capt. Boy-Ed was shortly un- 
pleasantly involved. For six years 
he had headed the German Naval 
Intelligence office, and had acted 
as press agent to bring about a big- 
ger German navy. His work in 
this country, after the opening of 
the war in 1914, appeared to be fos- 
tering opinion favorable to Ger- 
many. He opened offices in New 
York, to direct pro-German propa- 
ganda.

ORE and more his work be- 
Meame viewed. with distaste in 

this country, so that in Febru- 
ary, 1915, the State Department 
called the attention of the German 
Embassy to his activities. Then in 
December of that year, evidence 
was alleged to show he had 
attempted to foment trouble on the 
Mexican border to distract Ameri- 
can attention from Europe, and 
the State Department demanded 
his dismissal. He denied there was 
any foundation to the charges, but 
nevertheless was recalled to Ger- 
many.

Despite the diplomatic dif- 
ficulties which accumulated about 
the naval attache, Miss Mackay- 
Smith was loyal to him, and they 
planned to merry in a short time.
